. PURPOSE AND NEED

Continue development of the Kentucky Pollution Discharge Elimination system (KPDES) +
404/401 programs for KYTC and to provide technical support for facility management and
highway maintenance operations required by all environmental programs.

V. SCOPE OF WORK

Review and preparation of permits, plans, and related documents for Clean Water Act-KPDES
permits. Ground Water Protection Plans (GWPP), 401/404 permits, Spill Prevention Control
Countermeasure (SPCC) plans, herbicide usage, and environmental issues. Scope of work will
involve tasks related to improvement or support of the Storm Water Program. These include:

404/401 permits
Review and modify as needed, facility Storm water Pollution Prevention Plans (SWPPP)
and Groundwater Protection Plans (GWPP).
o KPDES Permit preparation, submittal, and follow through.
Advise and prepare documents for KYTC to comply with the MS4 Program,
e Provide training and manuals for KYTC staff for compliance with the Clean Water Act; and
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e Advise and prepare documents for KYTC to comply with the Clean Water Act.

The consultant will need to have a thorough understanding of the Clean Water Act, KPDES
program, sedimentology, and hydrology.

This contract will have an upset limit of $500,000. Once the upset limit is reached or the two (2)
year term has expired services will be re-advertised and no additional work assignments will be
made under the contract. Contracts will not be modified to increase upset limit or extended for
time to assign new work. No Letters of Agreement shall exceed $100,000.
